dent Roosevelt said today that 
Wendell L. Willkie, who opposed 
him for the presidency on the re- 
publican ticket in 1S40, was going 
to the Near East and Russia to tell 
those countries the truth about the 
American war effort and the unity 
behind it. 


The President told a press con- 


ference that in adidtion to Russia, 


f Willkie's itinerary would include 


Arabia, Palestine, Syria, 


Turkey. Iraq, and Iran. 


The best thing to call him, Mr. 


Roosevelt said, is a special repre- 
sentative of the President, since he 
will carry letters not only to vari- 
ous Americans but also to officials 
of other countries, including Pre- 
mier Stalin of Russia.

N O U N D R A FT 


Harrisburg, Aug. 21 (AP)—Point­ 
ing to a need for readjusted m an­ 
power, state Selective Service of­ 
ficials today urged Pennsylvania em­ 
ployers to "continue making m an­ 
power 
inventories 
to 
determine 
which men can be released for mili­ 
tary- service.” 
Colonel B. F Evans, acting direc­ 
tor, suggested that men of mili­ 
tary age be replaced by women, or 
by men who can not qualify for the 
armed forces 
Occupational claims are being 
scrutinized very carefully” he de­ 
clared. "And w-e are making every 
effort to insure that men who are 
actually necessary in their civilian 
activity are not called for induction.” 
Remaining Groups 
With 1-B, 1-BO and 4-ELS clas­ 
sifications eliminated, these 12 cate­ 
gories remain: 
I-A, 
general 
military 
service; 
I-AO, non-combatant; 2-A. those 
necessary in civilian activities; 2-B, 
essential to the war program; 3-A, 
dependency; 3-B, dependency and 
employed in war industry; 4-B. pub­ 
lic official; 4-C, alien; 4-D, minister 
or divinity student; 4-E, conscien­ 
tious objector; 4-F. mentally, physi­ 
cally or morally unfit, and 1-C, 
those already inducted. 
Colonel Evans explained the de­ 
gree of imminence of induction as 
follows: 
Local boards were ordered to in­ 
duct first—In accordance with order 
numbers—I—all 
single 
registrants 
classified In 1-A without depend­ 
ents; 2—single men with depend­ 
ents such as parents; 3—men m ar­ 
ried at a time when selection was 
not imminent and who maintain 
bonaftde family relationships with 
wives, and 4—men married when 
selection was not imminent who 
maintain a bonaflde family rela­ 
tionship w-ith wives and child or 
children. 
Re-Classification 
The director emphasized that men 
married after December 8, 1941, are 
not entitled to 3-A or 3-B clas­ 
sifications. 
He said a drastic revision of clas­ 
sification policy was made necessary 
by the servicemen’s dependency al- 
lowancy act and that boards are 
considering allowances to depend­ 
ents in revising registration lists. 
To be considered in individual 
cases are; (A) pay scale of regls 
trant after induction; tB> amount 
which dependents may earn, and 
<C) amount registrant or dependent 
may receive from other sources even 
though registrant is inducted.

MEN DISMISSAL 
SOUGHT BY CIO 


Washington. Aug. 21 (A P )-Blam­ 
ing “certain dollar-a-year men" of 
the War Production Board for short­ 
ages of critical war materials, CIO 
members of WPB’s labor advisory 
committee called upon Chairman 
Donald M. Nelson today for their 
dismissal. 
As W'PB officials disclosed that 
Nelson had directed a review of per­ 
sonnel and elimination of executives 
considered unsuited to their Jobs, the 
advisory committee’s t h r e e CIO 
members made public a resolution 
protesting that the war effort was 
“being paralyzed" as a result of in­ 
efficient planning. 
The petition was signed by Clinton 
Golden, assistant to the president of 
the United Steel Workers of Amer­ 
ica; John Oreen, president of the 
CIO International Union of Marine 
and Shipbuilding Workers of Amer­ 
ica, and Walter Reuther, vice presi­ 
dent of the United Automobile and 
Aircraft Workers of America. 
"Every effort to expand steel pro­ 
duction facilities and to plan for 
maximum utilization of present steel 
production facilities," the resolution 
asserted, "has been blocked by vest­ 
ed interests in the steel Industry who 
have been given aid and comfort 
by certain dollar-a-year men In im­ 
portant positions in the Iron and 
steel branch of the WPB ” 
Urging dismissal of other execu­ 
tives who, the resolution claimed, 
are responsible for similar short­ 
ages in their respective divisions,” 
the group appealed to Nelson to re­ 
instate Frederick I. Libbey, engi­ 
n e e r i n g 
consultant, 
discharged 
Wednesday. 
Libbey. the CIO committee mem­ 
bers declared, "was fired tor telling 
the tru th ” in a report “exposing the 
failure of the dollar-a-year WPB 
iron-steel 
branch 
men.”

fidential report on iron and steel 
operations with outsiders and for 
other personal reasons.
